1 . SUMMARY: TEXT OF SUBIECT RESOLUTION AS FORMULATED DURING 
INFORMAL NEGOTIATIONS ON DECEMBER 13 IS TRANSMITTED BELOW 
MISSION DOUBTS IF ANY FURTHER CHANGES IN THE TEXT CAN BE 
ACHIEVED. DEPARTMENT S GUIDANCE REQUESTED FOR A VOTE EITHER 
ON THE AFTERNOON OF DECEMBER 14 OR IN THE MORNING 

OF DECEMBER 15. END SUMMARY. 

2. TRANSMITTED BELOW IS THE TEXT OF THE DRAFT RESOLUTION 

ON UNCTAD IV FORMULATED IN THE COURSE OF INFORMAL NEGOTIA- 
TIONS DURING DECEMBER 13. THE FOLLOWING COMMENTS MAY 
BE USEFUL TO THE DEPARTMENT'S ASSESSMENT OF THIS TEXT: 

(A) PREAMBULAR PARA 5: THE PHRASE "THE IMPLEMENTATION 
OF” CHANGED TO READ "IN THE RELIZATION OF THE OBJECTIVES 
OF”. THIS IS REPORTEDLY A FORMULATION FOR REFERENCE 

TO NIEO WHICH WE HAVE PREVIOUSLY ACCEPTED ALTHOUGH AN 
EXPLANATION OF VOTE MAY STILL BE NECESSARY. 

(B) PREAMBULAR PARAS 6, 8 AND 9: G-77 ADAMANTLY RE- 
FUSED TO DELETE THEIR ASSESSMENT OF UNCTAD IV (I.E. PRE- 
AMBULAR PARAS 7 AND 8 OF L.44) BUT ACCEPTED THE IMPROVEMENTS 
RECORDED IN THESE REVISED PARAS. INCLUDING SPECIFIC REFERENCE 
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TO SOME POSITIVE RESULTS. 
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(C) OP PARA 2: G-77 REFUSED OUR PROPOSED ADDITION "AS 
AGREED" AND ACCEPTED A POSSIBLE US EXPLANATION OF UNCTAD 93 
(IV). 

(D) OP PARA 3: G-77 REFUSED CHANGES PROPOSED BY US AND 
ARGUED THAT AS WORDED, REFERENCE IS NOT TO TDB DECISION BUT 
TO UNCTAD 93 (IV), SECTION IV (4), WHICH USES THE EXACT 
PHRASE CITED. 

(E) OP PARA 4: SIMILARLY, G-77 POINTED TO UNCTAD 93 (IV), 

SECTION III (1) AS JUSTIFYING THE PHRASING USED. (COMMENT: 

ON THIS AND (D) ABOVE, OUR EFFORTS HAD NO SUPPORT FROM THE 
GROUP B REPRESENTATIVES PRESENT WHO PERSONALLY COMMENTED THAT 
THEY COULD LIVE WITH THE PRESENT FORMULATION. END COMMENT.) 

(F) OP PARA 5: UK JOINED US IN EXPRESSING RESERVA- 
TIONS ABOUT "INVITING" COUNTRIES TO MAKE PLEDGES, ESPECIALLY 
AFTER G-77 SPOKESMAN CLARIFIED THAT THE APPEAL WAS TO ALL 
POTENTIAL DONOR COUNTRIES, NOT JUST THOSE WHO HAD PREVIOUSLY 
INDICATED SUPPORT FOR A COMMON FUND. 

(G) OP PARA 6: "AS APPROPRIATE" ADDED TO LAST PHRASE. 

US, FRG. AND JAPAN ACCEPTED AD REFERENDUM. 

(H) OP PARAS 7 AND 8: AS A MAJOR CONCESSION, G-77 

AGREED TO REWRITE THE FINAL PHRASES OF THESE PARAS IN TERMS 
OF PREVIOUSLY AGREED TO GENERAL PRINCIPLES RATHER THAN THE 
SPECIFIC AND OBJECTIONABLE TERMONOLOGY CONTAINED IN L.44. 

(I) OP PARA 9: THE BEST THAT WE COULD ACHIEVE WAS TO 
WATER DOWN THE CALL FOR TDB MINISTERIAL ACTION. 

(J) OP PARA 1 1: AS ANOTHER MAJOR G-77 CONCESSION, 

THE PARA SIMPLY "TAKES NOTE OF RESOLUTION 150" AND CONTAINS 
NO SPECIFIC REFERENCE TO TARGETS. 

(K) OP PARA 12: WE UNDERSTAND THAT THE WORDING NOW 
CONFORMS TO A PREVIOUSLY ACCEPTED FORMULATION WHICH CALLS 
FOR "CONSIDERATION" OF THE LINK "TAKING FULLY INTO ACCOUNT 
THE RELEVANT PROVISIONS OF GA RESOLUTION 3362 (S-VH)". 

(1) OP PARA 14: NOTE THAT "OF PLENIPOTENTIARIES" HAS 
BEEN DELETED. 

(M) OP PARA 15: IN SLIGHTLY REVISED FORM. US SUGGESTION 
ON THIS PARA WAS ACCEPTED. 

(N) OP PARA 18: WE UNABLE TO DELETE THE FINAL PHRASE 

"OF THE DEVELOPING COUNTRIES". OUR SUPPORT FOR THIS CHANGE 
DISAPPEARED IN THE FACE OF AN EXPLICIT G-77 THREAT TO COUNTER 
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WITH SPECIFIC REFERENCE TO THE MANILA, COLOMBO AND OTHER 
RELEVANT G-77 DOCUMENTS. 

(O) OP PARA 21: RATHER THAN PUSH OUR PROPOSED RE- 
WORDING, WE SIMPLY ACCEPTED THE DELETION OF THE LAST 

PART OF THIS PARA AND OBTAINED SOME WORDING IMPROVEMENTS IN 
THE FIRST PART. 

(P) OP PARA 23: TEXT SHOULD READ "AGREEMENTS REACHED" 

RATHER THAN "RESOLUTION AND DECISIONS REACHED". WE ASSUME 
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THAT THIS WILL BE CORRECTED. 

3. INFORMAL NEGOTIATING GROUP IS NOT SCHEDULED TO MEET 
AGAIN. RATHER, DELEGATIONS ARE TO ADVISE THE CHAIRMAN OF 
THE GROUP WHETHER OR NOT THEY CAN ACCEPT APPROVAL OF THIS 
TEXT WITHOUT A VOTE. THOUGH UNLIKELY AT THIS POINT, IT IS 
NOT COMPLETELY CLEAR THAT THE G-77 WOULD NOT REVERT TO 
THEIR ORIGINAL TEXT (I.E., L.44) SHOULD THERE NOT BE A CON- 
SENSUS APPROVAL OF THIS REVISED TEXT. MISSION DOUBTS THAT 
IT WILL BE POSSIBLE TO OBTAIN ANY FURTHER CHANGES IN THIS 
TEXT. RESOLUTION IS TO BE ACTED UPON IN THE SECOND COMITE 
EITHER ON THE AFTERNOON OF DECEMBER 14 OR THE MORNING OF 
DECEMBER 15. 

4. WE DO NOT AT THIS POINT HAVE A CLEAR READING ON HOW 
OTHER GROUP B COUNTRIES WILL REACT TO THIS TEXT. THE UK 
STOOD CLOSEST TO US THROUGHOUT THE NEGOTIATIONS. AND THEY 
ARE UNABLE TO PREDICT AT THIS POINT HOW LONDON 

WILL REACT. FRG, FRANCE AND IAPAN HAVE INDICATED SERIOUS 
RESERVATIONS ABOUT SPECIFIC PARAGRAPHS BUT ARE TENDING 
TOWARD ACCEPTANCE OF THE TEXT AS A WHOLE. ONE RESULT OF 
THE G-77 CONCESSIONS DURING THE NEGOTIATIONS WAS TO BREAK 
UP THE GROUP B (AND EAST EUROPEAN AND CHINESE) OPPOSITION 
TO THE ORIGINAL TEXT. WE WOULD GUESS THAT MANY, SUCH AS 
THE NORDICS, WILL NOW BE PREPARED TO ACCEPT APPROVAL WITHOUT 
A VOTE.
